Rank System and 
Riots Discussed 


There has been a question in 
the minds of many cadets here, 
as to how cadet rank at Augusta 
is determined. This question may 
stem from the fact that many 
cadets who have been here for 
only a short period of time, ac- 
quire rank equal to, or higher 
than, that of a cadet with great- 
er experience and perhaps supe- 
rior and equal leadership quali- 
ties. 


What really determines who 
acquires rank or who doesn't? 
Is it academics, self-discipline, 
performance, leadership? Or is 
it perhaps, as many cadets seem 
to believe, who you know? 

Let us consider academics, 
where a cadet must maintain a 
certain grade point average be- 
fore a responsibility may be 
awarded him. Should a cadet 
not qualify academically, but 
still excels greatly in leadership 
and performance, the question 
still remains whether he should 
hold the responsibility of rank. 

Self-discipline is essential in 
the making of a leader. If the 
leader does not possess self- 
discipline and restraint, how can 
he expect the self-discipline and 
conduct of his men to be satis- 
factory? 

The question may arise as to 
whether our present leaders 
have obtained experience ade- 
quate to maintain their positions. 
Many achieve rank through an 
excellent record of performance 
and conduct. But, again, one 
may wonder if these qualifica- 
tions include experience. 

Both performance and experi- 
ence should go hand in hand in 
determining the position of a 
cadet leader. 


“We are surpressed by PIGS, 
we want out,” was the battle cry 
from many college students 
throughout the country, as they 
wholeheartedly joined in the riot- 
ing, protesting, and demonstra- 
ting against American involve- 
ment in Cambodia. For the past 
three years demonstrating has 
been known as the nation’s 
favorite college pastime. Demon- 
strations have had an unbeliev- 
able turn out this spring. Stu- 
dents across the nation have 
joined in the fun by stoning, 
yelling at, and spitting on police, 
known to rioters as PIGS. 

At one time demonstrations 
were a novelty, but today they 
are so common that if one didn't 
occur every day the people of 
the United States would be dis- 
appointed. A protest rally was 
held last weekend in Washing- 
ton, D. C. protesting the Pres- 
ident's policy in Southeast Asia. 
Fun was had by all as students 
were bombarded by tear gas. 
Another rally was held at Kent 
State University in Ohio, but 
things got a bit roudy when four 
students were shot to death. 

What is the purpose of these 
demonstrations? The students 
seem to think that their right to 
protest hasn't been exercised 
quite enough. The actions taken 
by the demonstrators have creat- 
ed quite a disturbance in the 
minds of many concerned Amer- 
icans. In some instances, the 
ROTC buildings at the schools 
have been burned to the ground. 
Whai gives these students the 
right to keep other students from 
getting an education? At Kent 
State. three hundred students 
forced the school, which enrolls 
19,000 students each fall, to 
close for the remainder of the 
quarter. This is just one example 
out of many in which students 
were being kept from going to 
classes. The Declaration of In- 
dependence guarantees each 
person the right to pursue happi- 


group of men who take into 
consideration all phases of life 
here. Members of this reviewing 
board are Maj. Paul Quattroci- 
occhi representing the Military 
Department; Col. Charles E. 
Savedge, representing the 
Headmaster's office (academics); 
Maj. John Dekle from the Super- 
intendent's Office; Capt. Charles 
Dillow, from the Commandant's 
Office (discipline); and Cadet 
Col. Larry Thiel and Maj. Ray 
Marcantoni speaking for cadet 
life. 

“We believe that this covers 
all phases of life at Augusta. 
Military, discipline, performance, 
cadet life and academics, are 
all combined in the electing of 
cadei officers.'’ This is a quote 
from Capt. Dillow. 

Capt. Dillow continued, ‘'If 
a boy is interested in becoming 
a leader he should realize that 
it is his basic responsibility to 
prepare himself for the job. We 
are happy over all with the 
system but it’s like most things 
tried for the first time, we need 
some work and improvement.”’ 

Regarding rank approval from 
First Sergeant down to Private, 
the names are submitted to the 
Commandant's Office by the 
Company Commanders. In the 


Commandant's Office names are 
eliminated by Captain Dillow in 
case of disciplinary problems or 
a drop in performance. Acad- 
emics are also involved in pick- 
ing Non-Commissioned Officers 
and this is where the Faculty 
has a voice in picking leaders 
in the school. 

After the Commandant's Of- 
fice reviews the list, it goes to 
the Military Department where 
it is checked by Maj. Quatrocioc- 
chi and approved in regard to 
military performance. Then the 
special order is cut and it goes 
into affect. 

During the year certain boys 
will be given acting rank just 
as a trial to see if the boy can 
carry the responsibility of man- 
aging a platoon or Company 
and still keep his grades up. If 
the boy does a good job in both, 
and holds his other responsi- 
bilities, he will be awarded the 
rank. 

Getting to your real question. 
There is always favoritism in 
everything; whether it be schools, 
industries, sports, or military, 
this is human nature. And if for 
some reason a boy is not award- 
ed the rank he wants, he will 
inevitably have this excuse to 
rely upon.
